The Pearly Gates of St. Peter weigh 1400 lbs. 


The inlay work ON THE INSIDE of the doors are 


replicas of the semi-precious stones inlay found in 


the Taj-Mahal, Agra, India. (See ‘Round the 
World with B.J.” for complete description.) The 
round plate on the right door (as you enter), con- 
tains 8,000 pieces of inlay and is a replica of the 
piece found immediately over the head of Mumtaj 


Mahal as she lies in her sarcophagus in the basement- 


of the building Taj Mahal. 


There are over 800 tons of glacial deposit rocks 
in The Little Bit 0’ Heaven and Purgatory. 200 tons 
are in the water falls. 


-290 gallons of water per minute pass over the 
waterfalls. It is kept running night and day to ox- 


ygenate the water. There is 500 lbs. of bass in the. 
upper two pools. There is approximately 100,000 gal- 


lons of water in all the pools. The water, for the 

















‘most part, is pumped over and over again, altho 
there is an “Iron Spring” at the base of the water- 
falls that is rarely shown to visitors. Goldfish fill the 
two lower pools. (These are supplied by our good 
friend Bruce at Thornburg, Iowa.) 


Lemons used to be handed B.J.—now he raises 
them. Oranges, grape fruit and banana plants are 
also present. 


Parrots are in the cages and should be talked to 
but to tease them is to make them cross and irritable 
Singing birds are in the air. (The beautiful birds 
flying about and singing for your:pleasure, are sup- 
plied by Bruns Seed Store, 318 West Second. St., 
Davenport, Iowa). Lizards are found eating flies 
and bugs—they are harmless. The serpent must be 
here, there are several of them, but they are wax.
